HE following Account of the 
Earthquakes 1n Szc:ly, was pub- 
liſhed by Authority here, viz. from 
Meſſina. Tanuary 20, 1693, they 
write, that ſeveral Earthquakes had 
happened 1n that Iſland, which were 
moſt violent in the Southern Parts of 
it, and have laid in heaps many Cities 
and Villages. Catanea was ſhaken on 
the 9th inſtant, and on the 117h quite 
deſtroyed, not one Houſe left ſtand- 
ing; and near twerty thouſaud Perſons 
periſhed in that City alone. | 
Auguſia was almoit deſtroyed at the 
ſametime: and 400 Barrels of Powder 
that were in the Caſtle, ' took Fire at 
the ſame time, by Lightning, or ſome 
other Accident, and blew 'up about a 
St! _ thou-

thouſand People, who were got in there 


for their Security. ' 

The Ancient Sarigoſſe hath fared no 
better : and the Cities of Modica, Faci 
and Noto, and all the Villages from 
Mount AX#x4 to Cape Paſſaro have ſuf- 
fer'd extremely. *'Tis computed that 
above an huzdred thouſand Perſons have 
been deftroyed'by.theſe Earthquakes.

On che 9th Inſtant a- 
bout ten at Night happened here an 
Earthquake, and another on the 11h 
at three in the: Afternoon : The laſt 
was ſo violent, and laſted fo long, that 
every body thought this City would 
have been quite deſtroyed. The Roof 
of the Church of our Lady de Pelay 
was thrown down, with part of that 
of St. Laurence: The Church and 
College of the Jeſuits alſo ſuffered ve- 
ry much : but the Cathedral and the 
Church of 12 Guſmane received the 
greateſt Damage, and are ſo ruined, 
that they can hardly be repaired. Moſt 
of the Houſes are extremely ſhatter'd, 
and deſerted by the Inhabitants, who 
lie now in Grotro's, and under Tents 
in the Fields. The. great Maſter of 
the Order was then'abroad a hunting, 
and he and all his Company were in 
great Danger by the falling: ofa Moun- 
rain near them,  We*cangot yet. tell 
the Particulars of the Lofs this yr

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hath ſuftained, but only in general, 

chat *tis very great, andthe Conſter-

When the Judgment comes unex- 
peQedly, as a Thief in the Night : 
When God viſits a People. by terrible 
things in Righteouſneſs, and ſuch as they 
looked not for : When, to uſe.the-Pro- 
phet's words, 1/a. 5. 14. Hell has enlar- 
ged it ſelf, and opened her Month without 
meaſure; and their Glory, and their Mul- 
titude, and their Pomp, and he that rejoi- 
ceth deſcends intoit. When there is no 
Time to flee, or Method to eſcape; or 
Poſſibility to reſiſt ; when no SanQtu- 
ary, or Refuge remains ; no Shelter 15 
to be found 1n the higheſt Towers, or 
the loweſt Cellars; when the Earth 
opens on a ſudden, and becomes: the 
Grave of whole Families, Streers, and 
Cities; and effects this 1n. leſs time 
than you are able to tell the ftory of 
i:; either ſending out a Flood of Wa- 
ters to drown, or vomiting out Flames 
of Fire to conſume them ; or clofing 
again upon them, that they die: by 

- Suffo- | 
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Suffocation, or Famine, if not by the 
Ruins of their own Dwelling. When 
Parents and Children, Husbands and 
Wives, Maſters and Servants, Magi- 
ſtrates, and Miniſters, and People, 
without difference or diſtin&tion, 1n 
the midſt of Health, and Peace, and 
Buſineſs, are buried in «Common Run, 
and paſs Af together into the Eternal 
World; and there is only the difference 
of a few Hours or Minutes between a 
famous City and none at all; They 
that have been in the Neighbourhood 
of ſuch Tragedies, and beheld the diſ- 
mal EffeQs of ſuch a Judgment on O- 
thers, and yet have been preſerved, 
cannot but conſider it with trembling, 
Our own ſerious Thoughts may help 
to afte& us in like manner. Thus the 
late Earthquake at Jamaica happened 
 1n a clear Day, without Warning or 


'- Suſpicion; and in the ſpace of three 


minutes, the Town of Port-Rojal was 
ſhaken and ſhattered to pieces, and 
ſagk into the Sea, and the greateſt part

of it under Water. 
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Now if it be dreadful to have our. 
Country the Seat of YVar, as they, 
whoſe Caſe that is, will tell us, and 
we. muſt preſently grant; zh is yet 
more diſmal, that in the midſt of Peace 
brings a worſe Ruine than the Exrre- 
mity of War. If a raging Peſtilence 
be dreadful, that ſweeps away thou- 
fands in a Day, and ten thouſands in a 
Night, as ſome of you can remember ; 
If a conſuming Fire be an amazing Judg- 
ment, which you of this City have ex- 
perienced ; an Earthquake 1s not leſs, 
but z-ore ſo; when Houſes and Inha- 
bitants, Towns and Cities, and Coun- 
tries are all deſtroyed at one Stroke, in 
a few Minutes. Dat fgnum Ruina ; 
Death is the only Preſage of ſuch a 
Judgment ; without giving Leiſure to 
prepare for another World, or Oppor- 
runity to look tor any Shelter in zh7s. 

| Who doth not ſtart at the thought 
of ſuch a Trembling of the Earth ? 
The more a Man knows, the more' is 
his Aſtoniſhment. He hangeth the 
Earth upon nothing, Job 26. 7. Fora 
work Man 
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Man to feel the Earth; which hangeth 
upon nothing, (but as ſome vaſt Ball 
in the midit_ of a thin yielding Ar 
totter under him; how can his Soul 
chuſe but be poſſeſs'd with a ſecret 
Fright and Confuſion ? Methinks I 
tremble but to think of ſuch a Trem- 
bling. = "I defign not, ſaith Bi- 
* ſhop Hall *, to aftoniſh you with the 
© Relation of the fearful EffeQs which 
, * Earthquakes have produc'd in all A- 
© oes, as it were eaſy to do out of Hi- 

© ſtories, and Philoſophical Diſcourſes, 
* where you may ſee Rocks torn in pie- 
*ces, Mountains not caſt down 'only 
© but removed ; Hills raiſed not out of 
© Vallies only, but out of Seas; Fires 
* breaking out of Waters, Stones and 
« Cinders belched up, Rivers changed, 
* Seas diſlodg'd, Earth'opening, Towns 
ſwallowed up, and many other ſuch 
© hideous Events. Of which kind our 
<own Memory can furniſh us with may 
* any at home, altho theſe colder Cli-

*In what Condition can a Man be 
* ſafe, ſaith Seneca *, ſpeaking of Earth- 
_ © guakes, when the World it ſelf is ſha-

* for fixed and unmovable in the Uni- 
verſe, trembles, and deceives us ? 
* Whither ſhall we fly for Security, if 
* whereſcever we are, the Danger be 
*ftill under our Feet? Upon the crack-

* fave himſelf. But what Retreat is 
* there, where that which ſhould ſup-

E 4 * an 
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*am cruſh'd to pieces by one Stone, or 
*by a whole Mountain ; whether I 
* periſh by the fall of an Houſe, or un- 
* der the Burden of the whole Earth ; 
* whether I be {ſwallowed up alone, or 
* with a thouſand more for company. 
_ *We ſhould therefore arm our ſelves 
* againſt that Blow, that can neither 
* be avoided or foreſeen. And it 1s 
* not the forſwearing thoſe Places that 
* we find infeſted with Earthquakes, 
F that will do our buſineſs ; for there is 
* noPlace that can be warranted againſt 
* them. What if the Earth be not yet 
* moved ? Ir is ſtill movable ; for the 
* whole Body of it lies under the ſame 
* Law, and expos'd to Danger ; only 
* ſome part at one time, and ſome at 
* another. As 1t 1s 1n Great Cities, 
* where all the Houſes are ſubject to 
* Ruin, tho they do not all fall toge- 
* ther: So in the Body of the Earth ; 
* now this Part fails, and then: that, 
* Tyre was formerly ſubject to Earth- 
* quakes; In 4/4 twelve Cities were 
tiwallowed up in a Night ; = 
A! *an 
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© and Macedonia have had their turns, 
* and now Campagnia, The Fate goes 
* round, and ſtrikes at laſt where it 
| *hatha great while paſſed by. It falls 
' / * out oftner, *tis true, in ſome Places 
than in others : But no Place is to- 
* tally free and exempt. And it 15 not 
* only Men, but Cities, Coaſts, nay 
* the Shores, and the very Sea it ſelf, 
* that ſuffer under the Dominion of 
© Fate. And yet we are ſo vain as to 
* promiſe our ſelves ſome ſort of Aſſu- 
* rance in the Goods of Fortune ; never 
* conſidering that the very Ground we 
* ſtand upon, is unſtable. And it is 
*not the Frailty of this or that Place, 
* but the Quality of every Spot of it ; 
* for not one Inch of it is{o compaRted, 
© as not to admit many Caules of its 
* Reſolution. And tho the Bulk of the 
f Earth remain entire, the Parts of it 
* may yet be broken. -- | 

Thus the Pagan Philoſophers prepa- 
red themſelves,and others, for theſe Ac- 
cidents, as for Diſorders that were In- 
evitable; and did not -trouble them- 
EO - ſelves 
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ſelves with the. 'Thought of Divine Ju- 
tice, which chaſtiſeth Men by: theſe 
dreadful Puaiſhments. But the Com- 
mon People, whole Opintans were got 
ſo corrupted, reverenc'd the Anger of 
Heaven in thele Calamities:;; and ſeek- 
ing for; Safety 1a Superſtition, . endea- 
vour'd to appeaſe the Evil Spirits by 
Sacrifice, and ſo provoked the Indig- 
nation of God- the more. Chriſtians 
who are inſtruQted in a better School, 
own theſe Diſaſters as the Puniſhment 
of Sn. 7 *- 30 | 

* And of all the Animadverſions that 
* Divine Juſtice-gives Men, there is 
none more. Horrid, or lefs Evitable 
* than this of 7 Earthquakes. © For what 
* Affurance can we:hope for here be- 
low, if the Earth quake under our 
* Feet ? Where:can' we think to eſcape 
© Danger, if the moſt ſolid thing of all 
* the World do ſhake'? if that which 
* ſuſtains. all;gher Things about us,

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©' This Misfortune is common to all 


! * Kingdoms, ſince : Man . became Cri-

* thence 'by .Tnjuftice. This Diſorder 
*is the uniſhment of our Sin ; and

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- Such ſuddes Inſtances of Divine Judg- 
ment are threatned in Scripture as ſome 
of the moſt terrible; and therefore the 
higheſt Severity is expreſs'd by ſuch 
unexpected and ſudden Strokes : They 
are ſet forth ſomerimes by the Breach of 
a Wall, that catcheth a Man *ere he be 
aware, and cruſheth him in pieces, 
Iſa. 30. 12, 13. Sometimes reſembled 
to a Whirlw;nd, that comes ſuddenly, 
and carries all before it. And there- 
fore God threatens, thar obſtinate and 
incurable Sinners ſhall be deſtroyed at 
once, or ſhall be ſuddenly deftroyed, and 
that without Remedy, Prov. 29.1. +

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E T us further conſider, that un- 

F 7 der ſuch Appearances of God, it 
becomes us to be thus affeted, as mat= 
ter of Duty. If we have any becoming 
Apprehenſions of the Divine Power, 
and the Terrors of his Wrath ; If we 
have any Concern at his Diſpleafure, 
and the Manifeſtations of it; If we 
have-any thing of that Tenderneſs' of 
Spitit, that Heart of Pleſh, which is 
the great Bleſſing of the New Cove- 
nant, we ought to evidence it'on ſuch 
Occaſions, by ſutable Aﬀeftions, in or- 
der to the Improvement of theſe-Pro- 
vidences for our own Advantage. For 
inſtance, 
1. To reverence the Divine Power, 
and Providenre ;- to:confirm our Minds 
in the Belief of it ; That verily there #3 
' 4 God that judgeth in the Earth; That 
we may ſee, and know, and underſtand to- 
gether, that the Hand of the Lord has 
done thi, and the Holy One of Tirael 
hath created it : That God hath not for 
ſaken the Earth, but makes himſelf —_ 
Nw , 
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by the Judgments that he executes. And 
when they are thus manifeſt, it is ſaid, 
All Nations ſhall worſhip before thee, O 
Lord, Rev. 15. 4. & 19. 2. So when 
God executes Judgment on the Wick- 
ed, by ſudden Calamity, P/al.58.7,8,9. 
it is added at the 1 17h Verle, that there- 
#pos a Man ſhall ſay, YVerily there is « 
Reward for the Righteous, verily there 
i a God that judgeth in the Earth. If 
he did not ſometimes appear in ſuch 
AQts of Juſtice, Men would be ready 
to ſay, Where # the God of Judgement ? 
Mal. 2. 17. or with them, Fo6 9g. 24. 
The Earth i gives into the Hand of the 
Wicked; if not, where, or who « he ? 
Where is he, who ſhould puniſh them? 
Who # he, that calls them to an Ac- 
count.? And the wiſe Man hath told 
us, that becauſe Sentence againſt an evil 
Doer is not ſpeedily executed, therefore 
the: Heart of the Sons of Men is fully ſet 
in them to do Evil, Ecclel, 8.11. 
\: Burt whea he looketh on, the Earth, 
and makes it tremble ;- when. he touch- 
eth the Hills, and chey. {inoke, P/al. 
| 04 
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104. 32. When he ſhows himſelf” to be 
wiſe in Heart, and mighty in Strength, 
he removeth Mountains, and they know 
zt not, he overtnrneth them in his Anger. 
Who would not then reverence his 
Power, and Providence ? Read Numb. 
16, for an Inſtance of it. 

Even the Heathens have condemn'd. 
thoſe for mad Men,and diſtracted, who 
would fear nothing, no not an Earth- 
quake, as 1t is * obſerved by Ariſtotle 
concerning the Celtz, a barbarous Peo- 
ple : Which makes it the more ſtrange 
that Sexeca + ſhould be ſo much at a 
loſs, about the Divine Agency in ſuch 
things, and aſcribe them only to natu- 
ral Cauſes. Whereas C:cero || reckons 
Earthquakes, with Thunder, Tem- 
peſts, &*c. to be one of the four Ways 
by which the Notion of 4 God 1s pre-

By ſuch Atts of Judgment and Ven- 
geance God is ſaid to ſhow himefelf, Plal. 
94. 1, 2, toconfute the Atheiſm of the 
World, and make Men acknowledg 
his Being and Providence. By ſuch 
things Men are 2wade to kyow, that God 
ruleth in Jacob, unto the Ends of the 
Earth, Pſal. 58. 13, Thus was Pha- 
720h brought to acknowledg God, who 
at firſt deſpiſed him, ſaying, YVVho # 
the Lord, that 1 ſhould obey him ? 

2. Let us take heed of the like Sins, 
that others have been guilty of, with 
whom God has dealt in {uch Severity. 
Let us remember, He 1s a holy God, 
and jealous of his Honour, and will 
not ſuffer high:Provocations always to 
g0 unpuniſhed. Others have ſmarted, 
who were guilty of ſuch and ſuch 


Tranſgrefſions, as are found amongſt 


us: Why ſhould we expeCt to eſcaps, 
if we continue under the ljhe Guilt ? 
By Judgmeats upon one Nation, God 

_ warns 
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warns Another, that except they re- 
pent, they may expett to periſh. Thus 
Tyrus ſhall be devoured with Fire, Aſh- 
| kelon (ſays God) ſhall ſee it and fear ; 
Gaza and Ekron ſhall be very ſorrowful, 
Zech. 9. 3,4, 5- When TJonah was 
thrown over-board, and the Storm 
quell'd, the Men feared the Lord exceed- 
zngly, and offered Sacrifices, in the ſenſe 
of their own Sins. Much more, when 
God executes Remarkable Judgments 
on {uch as are notoriouſly wicked. All 
Men will fear, and declare theſe Works 
of God, if they wiſely conſider of his 
Doings, Pal. 64. 9. If we will not 
be warned by the Examples of Others, 
we may expect to be made Examples 
our ſelves. Sodom, and Gomorrah, and 
the Cities of the Plain, are ſet forth as 
an Example unto us, Fad. 7. The Man 
that will do preſumptuouſly, even that 
Man ſball die, Deur. 17. 12,13. And 
all the People ſhall hear, and fear, and do 
20 more preſumptuoufly, God ſingled 
out the Galileans, whoſe Blood Plate 
mingled with their ——_— and thoſe 

2 on 
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on whom the Tower of Siloam fell, to 
tell the Jews, except they did repepx, 
they ſhould alſo periſh: And within a 
tew Years, upon their neglect of theſe 
inſtructive Examples, Thouſands and 
ten Thouſands of them had their Blood, 
as It were, mingled with their Sacrifices ; 
being ſlain by Multitudes 1n the Tem- 
ple, the Place of their Offerings; and 
no leſs Number periſhing in the Fall 
and Ruine of their Walls, and Buil- 
dings battered cown by the Romans. 
When the I/raelztes round about ſaw 
Corah and his Compaty devoured of 
the Earth, they ran away At the Cry 
of them, and ſaid, Leſt the Farth ſwal- 
low us alſo. | 
By what we have ſeen of God's Se« 
verity on Others, we ſhould run away 
trembling from the Gulph of God's de- 
ſerved Judgments, by running from 
thoſe Sins, which may bring the like 
on us, which Others have felt. "Twas 
the great Aggravation of Beljhazzar's 
Pride, that he humbled not himſelf, 
tho he knew the Judgment God had 
CNCe 
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executed on his Father for that very 
'Sin. He that will run into a Bog, 
wherein Others have plunged them- 
{elves in his view, is guilty of double 
Folly, of adventuring raſhly, and of 
not raking warning. Herodotws tells 
us,: that upon the Statue of Zexacherib, 
aiter the Angel. of the Lord had ſlain 
. an hundred and eighty five thouſand of 
his Army, 1/4.37.36. it was engraven, 


Difcite FJuſtitiam moniti, © non tem- 
nere Divos : 


Let . him that looks on me, learn to fear 
God. He hath a thouſand other Judg- 
ments in reſerve, if the ſame we ſee 
inflicted on Others, do not over- 
take Us. Not only ſtormy Winds and 
Tempetits are in his Treaſury, that he 
can rain Snares, and Fire and Brim- 
ſtofie, and an horrible Tempeſt on the 
Wicked ; bur he has Arrows of Judg- 
ment. in his Quiver of wariozs ſorts, or 
.J$ able to repeat the ſame, when he 
pleaſech. God..will never want Ways 
F > and 
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and Methods to puniſh a wicked Peo- 
ple. All Creatures in the Earth, and 
Air, and Sea, are his Servants. He 
hath Hoſts and Armies of them, above 
and under Ground, to be the Inſtru- 
ments of his Juſtice, 

}. Let it excite our more earzeſt 
Prayers for Preſervation, and Delive- 
 rance from ſuch Judgments, as others 
have ſuffered by. Wee ſee, if God be 
not for us, but againſt us, how ſud- 
denly, how dreadfully he can puniſh, 
and deſtroy any People. How earneſt- 
iy ſhould we pray, Lord, ſpare thy Peo- 
ple, and deliver us from ſudden Death. 
The louder, and the more repeated our 
Warnings are, and the juſter our Fears 
of approaching Calamity, the more 
importunately ſhould we pray, as that 
Captain, 2 Kings 1. 13, 14+ When 
zwo before him, with their Fiftzes, had 
been defiroyed, fell upon his Knees 
before the Prophet, ſaying, .O Mar of 
God, let my Life,: and the Lives of theſe 
fifty of thy Servants be precious in thy 
 fizht ; Behold, there came Fire from Hea- 


Ven, 
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ven, and burnt up the two Captains nith 
the former Fifties ; O let my Life be pre- 
cious in thy fight. 

Let us pray for the Dzverſioz of ſuch 
Judgments, but endeavour to form our 
Spirits to a Preparedneſs for che whole 
good Pleafure of God ; and bring them 
to a conditional Sxbmiſjion to the Di» 
vine Will, as to our own Share in any 
National Dehverance we pray for. We 
muſt own that we deferve, that the 
overflowing Scourge ſhould not paſs 
away from us, and that we know not 
whether it ſhall or no ; but we ought 
to pray alway, Father, glorify thine 
own Name, and help us to glorify it ; and 
let us be pleaſed that thou ſhouldſt do ſo, 
in thine own Way; which we are not com- 
petent Fudges of. We lie at thy Foot, 
and own that thou art Juſt, and Wile, 
and Holy, and infinitely fo : Lord, ſave 
us, if it be confiſtent with thy Glory to 
ſave ſuch a People : And help us to adore 
thee in the way of thy anſearchable Tndg- 
ments, if by that Method thou wilt glori- 
fy thy ſelf. We are not fit to judg of 

FE F 4 ' God's 
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God's Works of Providence; nor can 
we comprehend how far his Glory, in 
the Accompliſhment of his Great and 
Eternal Purpoſes, may be ſubſerv'd, 
and promoted by ſuch Temporal Ca- 
lamities, as we would deprecate. 

4. Let us thankfully own our preſent 
Safcty, our Preſervation hitherto, that 
when others have been deſtroyed, we 
are yet ſpared. God manifeſted glo- 
ri10us Power in making the Earth to 
ſhake; but it was free Mercy that it 
did bat ſhake and tremble 7» our Iſland. 
His ſovereign Mercy has hitherto made 
a Difference between Us and other 
People: we are ſpared, when other 
Countries aredeſtroyed. Let us ſtand, 
and behold the Severity of God on them ; 
but adore his GooadzeſS unto us, that we 
are not ſ{urprized in our Sins. . He 1s 
Righteous 1n all his Ways, and Holy 
in all his Works. He is a God of 
Truth, and without Iniquity ; Juſt 
and Right 1s he, So we muſt own 
him in his moſt terrible Judgments on 
Ochers. But to Us he is a God of Pa: 

tience 
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tience and Long-ſuffering, and ſo we 
muſt acknowledg and adore him. How 
did the 1/raelites triumph in the God 
of their Salvation, when they eſcaped, 
and the Egyptians were drowned ? 
Why might not thoſe of Jamaica and 
Sicily, have been warned by our Exam- 
ple, as we are admoniſhed by theirs ? 
How is 1t, that God has not 1nlarged, 
or repeated the Commiſſion of the 
Earthquake amongſt us, that did. but 
gently give us notice of what he might 
have done ? Let us bleſs God, that he 
did not ſhake the Earth, ſo as to open 
and ſwallow us up quick ; and that he 
has not repeated it, becauſe of our pro- 
voking Security ſince: Let us be thank- 
ful, that when our Houſes rolled, they 
did not tumble. 

To ſome Countries, and ſome Peo- 
ple, he is known by the Judements 
that he executes ; but to us and ours by 
the Judgments that he diverts. Tous 
he is known by his adorable Long-ſut. 
fering, by his manifold Deliverances, 
notwithſtanding our repeated, aggra- 

vated 
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vated Crimes, ſo as to make us even 
the Wonder of the World : for ſo we 
are, in that, having ſuch Enemies, and 
ſuch National Guzlt, we have yer ſo 
many National Bleflings, to comme- 
morate from time to time; and the 
Liberty of doing ſo in publick Aſem- 
blies. God makes himſelf known to 
our Neighbours round about, by the Ca- 
lamities of War, by the Barbarity of 
Souldiers, and the Fury of the Oppreſ- 
ſor; andtoothers in remote Countries, 
| by deſolating Earthquakes : But to Us, 
by merciful Prefſervations, and many 
of the Bleſſings of Peace. To Amalek, 
and. Edow, and Babylon, he is known 
by deſtructive Judgments ; but in Ju- 
azh, and in Jeruſalem, and in Sox his 
Dwelling-place, he makes himſelf 
known 1n another manner. Tho the 
Profeſſion of the Truth, and the Know- 
ledg and Worſhip of the True God in 
any Place, is no-ſufficient Security. a- 
2ainft ſuch a Judgment : for how ter- 
ribly was Antioch .(where the Diſciples 
were firſt called Chriſtine) lite 
5 Io wit 
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with Earthquakes ; and forne of the 
famous ſeven Cities, whence the Afar 
Churches are denominated, deſtroyed 
by Earthquakes ? 

As to Antioch, we read, that in 
the Emperor * T7ajan's time, A. D. 
II5. or according to others, Ay. xxx. 
who ſucceeded Nerva in the Ro- 
man Empire, after his Conqueſts in 
Armenia, and his obtaining the Title 
of Oprtimas, he returned ro Antioch, 
and there made fome ſtay, bat was af- 
frighted with a moſt terrible Earth- 
quake, which afflicted other Cities, 
but eſpecially this, in an unheard-of 
manner. By the Fall of Houſes, and 
Rubbiſh, and other means, a vaſt 
number of People periſtd; fo that the 
Town being full of Strangers, who 
came thither for Law-ſuits, upon! Me{- 
ſages, or other Buſineſs, the Court be- 
ing then there all the Winter ; there 

was 
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was no: Nation: that receiv'd not Loſs 
from lo great a Calamity. Trajaz bim- 
{elf eſcaped: out of a Window, being 
it's ſaid, drawn out by one of a more. 
than humane Proportion... And: though 
the Earthquakes ceaſed, he continued 
in the open Air for many Days. The 
Hill Corafius was fo ſhaken, that its 
higher Parts fell down, and it. look'd 
As if it would tumble on the City. 
Other Mountains were levelled : Was 
ters broke out where none before ap- 
peared; and Fountains which former- 
ly poured out Water, were ſtopped up. 
_ About the ſame time, in' Trajan's 
time, Oroſeus || mentions 103 Cities of 
Aſia overturn'd by Earthquakes. And 
afterwards, .in Tuſtinian's time, * Clu- 
verins mentions another Earthquake at 
Antioch, that \ deſtroyed above forty 
thouſand. And by Þ another Earth- 
quake there,; 61 Years after the for- 

mer,

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mer, in the time of the Emperor Mau- 
ritins, ſixty thouſand periſhed. 

; The Preſervation of our City'/and 
Nation, while others are deſtroyed by 
this Judgment formerly, and of late, 
ſhould make us thankful, The like 
may be amplified as to particular Fa- 
milies and Perſons: the bright Side of 
the Cloud 1s to thee, while the dark 
one is to others: As a God of Juſtice 
and Severity he appears to others, asa 
God of Grace and Compaſſion to thee. 

How many Salvations has God 
wrought for us of late, for this Nation, 
and for this City ; prolonging our 
Tranquillity and Peace, and keeping 
off publick Calamities from us ! How 
often has he diſappointed and deſeated 
our Enemies Deſigns and Attempts a- 
oainſt us! It is well if our Tngratitude 
do not at laſt provoke him to ſay, as 
to his ancient People; Jude. 10. 11,12, 
13. Did 1 not deliver you from the E- 
gyptians ? &C.. Tet you have forſaken me, 
therefore will 1 deliver you no more. 


5. Let 
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* 5. Let it awaken vs, to clear up our 

Intereſt in God, as our only Refuge and 
Shelter. If he be our God in Cove- 
nant, we need not fear, though the 
Earth be removed, and the Mountains 
be caſt into the Sea ; though the VVa- 
ters thereof roar and be troubled, though 
the Mountains ſhake with the ſwelling 
thereof, Plal. 46.1. Our Hearts may 
be effabliſhed and fixed, truſfting in the 
Lord, fo as not to fear any evil Tidings, 
Pſal.

fence, 10 as we need not fear, Fob 22. 
21, Let what will come to pals, ſuch 
ſhall be /afe who are under the Cove- 
nant-Love and Care of God. And it 
is his Preſence alone is able to ſecure us. 
Good Men have always thought 1o, 
even when they had the greateſt Aſſi- 
ſtance for outward Security : O Lord, 
we re# oa thee alone, lays Aſa, 2 Chron.

It muſt be ſaid, It is not in them. Ts 
it in your Allies and Contederates ? It 
muſt be ſaid till, Ir is not -in them. 
In your Caſtles, and Gariſons, and 
Fortifications, in the Situation of your 
Country, or the Numbers of your yPec- 
ple? &c. Ir is not in them. In no hu- 
mane Power, Policy, Cunning, Cor- 
reſpondencies abroad, or Councils at 
home ; nothing bur i» God, whois the 
Keeper of T/rae! : and therefore to be 
at Peace with him is our ozly Safety. 
It he be our Rock and'Refuge, we

The Wickedneſs and Impiety of the 
Inhabitants of Famaica, we are told by 
Eye-witneſfſes, was grown to a very 
great Height, before this Judgment : 
And they muſt be great Strangers to 
England, and London, who will not 
own the ſame of us, both as to Priz- 
giples, and Prattice. Few will deny 
. 17 
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it, as to the /atrer : And as to the for- 
tr, It is dreadful to think how Athe- 
iſm, and Infidelity prevails, and bare- 
fac'd Deiſm, with the RejeQtion of 
Chriſtianity, and all Revealed Religion : 
how it has obtained, and ſpread in this 
Nation. As if we were weary of the 
Chriſtian Profeſſion, and would ſet up 
for Paganiſm, to the Subverſion of the 
whole Frame of the Goſpel of Chrilt ; 
pulling the Crown from off his 
Head, and plucking him from his 
Throne. Or at beſt, amongſt a nume- 
rous growing Party of Others, who 
own themſelves Chriſtians, the Divi- 
zity Of our Lord is diſown'd, and they 
allow him to be but a meer Man, not 
the Eternal Son of God. When ſuch 
Provocations abound amongſt us, it 
ſhould affect us with Horrour, elpeci- 
ally when they prevail againſt the high- 
eſt Means, and Mercies, and ſpread as 
a Gapgrene over the whole Kingdom.

I do not reckon this for one, 
thar at the ſame Hour the Earth trem- 
bled here at London, and at many:di- 
ſtant Places, both in this Kingdom, and 
1n the Low Countries, and the adjacent 
Parts of Germany, and France, not- 
withſtanding the Sea between us and 
them : for Earthquakes have reach'd 
farrher. Not ro mention that Earth- 
quake at the Death of our Blefſed Savi- 
our Chri#, which ſhook not only one 
part of the Earth, as in other Caſes, 
but the whole of it trembled, if * Dy- 
dimaus may be credited.

1591. that * endured. ſhaking from 
July 26, untofthe 12th of Auguſt, to 
the extreme Terror of the Inhabitants: 
Eſpecially when by force thereof, they 
perceived the Earth to remove from 
place to place ; and Villa France, the 
beſt Town it had, toturn ropſy-ruryy : 
the Ships that then rode at Anchor in 
the Bay, trembled and quaked ; inſo- 
much that the People .vetily thought 
Doomſday was at hand, and that the 
Fabrick of the Univerſe was d15jount- 
ing. 

Tn T ercera, the firſt and biggeſt of 
thoſe Tnds, called the Azores, there 
happened a great '+ Earthquake, May 
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on the late Earthquakes. 163

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and the Unequalneſs of the Seas .Bot- 
tom appear'd, here Hills, and there 
Valleys, which never had before leen 
the Sun, ſince at the Original of all 
things they 'were firſt overwhelm'd 
with the Floods. Many Ships. were 
left on the dry Ground, and Swarms 
of People flew thither to catch Fiſh ; 

when ſuddenly the Sea, as difdaining

Caution, that may help us to ſuppoſe, 
and provide againſt the worſt that may 
happen : This we are obliged to, as 
oppolite to Security : This will make 
us flee to: God as 'our Refuge, and Hy- 
ding-place. Neither muſt we exp.cCt 
to be delivered from the Fear of all 
temporal Evils; conſidering what our 
preſent State in this World 1s, and what 
15 ſutable for ſich imperteCt ſinful 
Souls, who muſt have Matter of 
Mourning, while there are ſuch Re- 
mainders of Sin; Eſpecially being in 
the Condition of Strangers, 1n a Fo- 
reign Country, and in the midft of K- 
nemies; and who have this preſent .

1n oppoſition to Reliance on any other

Verſe : In Rethrning, and in Reſt ſhall 
you be ſaved ; in\Quietneſs, and in Cons 
fidence ſhalt be your Streagth. Waiting 
on God in the way.of our Duty, ſo far 
as we know it, in expeCtation of what 
God {hall pleaſe to do for,or againſt us. 
You ought alſo to recolleQ, and im- 
prove former Experiences, to ſilence 
diſtruſttul Fears. The Lord is my 
Strength and my Shield, my Heart truſted 
in him, and I was helped, Plal.

Reſign and give vp your ſelves, and 
all you have, into the Hands of God. 
Commit the keeping of your Souls, and 
the keeping of the Nation, and of the 
City, and of your Families, and. Friends, 
and Relations, into the Hands of God, 
as of a faithal Creator and. Preſervex, 
1 Pet. 4.19. Leave all to his. Care, 

elolving to be farished, and pleaſed 
with

But» eſpecially Jet us give up cur 
ſelves, by renewing our Covenant, pe- 
nitently and ſeriouſly, at the Table of 
the Lord.
